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Selectmen  heard  water  complaints  last 
week  from  Janet  Figueiredo  and  Margo 
Aikens,  residents  of  North  Main  Street, 
concerning  discoloration  and  lack  of  hot 
water. 

Mrs.  Figueiredo  claimed  that  the 
chemicals  and  sediments  in  town  water 
have  continually  clogged  the  coils  of  the 
"tankless”  element  of  her  oil  burner 
which  heats  her  hot  water.  She  said  her 
oil  company,  ALCO,  informed  her  that 
15  new  coils  have  been  installed  recently 
to  other  customers  in  town. 

Both  residents  claimed  that  they  have 
experienced  aworsenmg  of  the  hot  water 
problem  in  the  last  two  months  and  de- 
sired explanations.  They  noted  that  they 
were  on  the  end  of  a water  main  on 
North  Main  Street  and  could  understand 
problems  with  pressure  or  even  discolor- 
ation. The  hot  water  deficiency  drove 
them  to  the  Selectmen’s  office  only  after 
receiving  three  unsatisfactory  answers 
from  the  three  water  commissioners, 
they  said. 

Selectmen  Mary  Jeanette  Murray  ex- 
pressed annoyance  at  the  number  of  rea- 
sons given  the  press  and  residents  for 
water  difficulties.  She  and  Clark  voted 
to  request  from  the  Water  Department 
an  explanation  in  writing  concerning  the 
origins  of  the  problems.

Committee  member  Frank  England 
said  the  integration  factor  may  have 
been  true  some  years  ago  but  he  didn’t 
see  any  evidence  of  it  continuing.

Also  unanimously  voted,  as  moved 
by  Walsh,  was  the  further  one-fifth  re- 
duction of  a vocal  music  teacher.  The 
position  is  to  be  divided  between  both 
the  Deer  Hill  and  Joseph  Osgood 
schools  as  decided  by  the  administration.
